return to her past splenaid isola- 
tion. It would be a mistake to 
think that this belief has been 
only created by Mr. Lloyd 
George’s utterances. “It is due 
to other causes, such as the tale 
ace-rding to which the attitude 
of England -in Upper Silesis is 
due toa kind of jealousy felt for 
the possible +xpansion of French 
business interests in the Silesian 
coal field. It is fast becoming ao 
dogma with men bere who ought 


to know better that England is( 


airaid lest France shoald become 
too strong. 

Still, one would perform a ‘oor 
service both to England and to 
France were one to indulgo in 
untimely optimism. What both 
countries need more than every- 
thing is to know the full troth 
abont each other's feelings. Now, 
the factis, the Silesian incident 
seems to have mada here a fatal 
mmpression which may even 
survive the settlement of this 
particular question. “ 

THE NEW TENDEN ¥. 

Such being the unturtonata 
misrepresenstation of British 
policy whichis pow accepted by 
a growing nnmler of peopla, there 
is A cansequent growing drspasi- 
tion to trs and see whether 
Germany would not be more 
amenable than England. What 
Dees OO 
thatentency of ao insignificant 
mioority is quickly becoming a 
force with which the friends of 
the Eatente will have to reczon. 
Such speeches as those of M. 
Forgeot or M. Noblemaire in the 
French Chamber should be 
teal with particular cae in 
this respect. A complete political 
doctrine is being set up as an 
alternative for the alliance with 
England. Itis based on the as- 
sumption,tbat henceforth Ger- 
mang will need French iron, and 
France German coal. On thi- 
basis of a= common economic 
interest, the idea is to build up a 
political combination. This 
should be particularly easy, so it 
is argued, as France has now 
the means of offering Germany, 
either in Europe or outside, con- 
cessions which might he valuable. 
Some go as far as to suggest, for 
instance, that the Cameroons 
shook? be handed back to 
Germany. - 


THE FUTURE OF THE ALLIANCE.

The Federal. Government has 
obtained pawer to appoint Special 
Tribunals to deal with cases 
which the Federal Court bas 
difficulty in handling promptly.

The Pre- 
sident of the Arbitrati: n Court 
h sresented the interference of 
the Government with his fonce 
tiong and is to resign when cases 
which he has already begun are 
fitished. The intention pf the 
Special. Tribanals..is .to-- meet 
omergency cases, cases suddenly 
a‘ising in grest and vital isdus- 
tes where direct action has 
@ ther begun or is threatened. 


A far-reaching dispute in the 
coal trade was settled by a 
svecta} tribunal.’ The Broken 
Hill miners” strike was settled by 


thesame means. There has been 
a special tribuaal in the Federal 
(overnment’s abipbuilding enter- 
prise. It is contended that the 
system ‘has worked well. The 
other side of tha story is that the 
system has been successful by 
surrendering to the men on 
virtcally all their claims. How 
far the accusation of the oppon- 
ents of the tribunals is jastified 
may depend on the point of view; 
it is undoubted that the men 
have. gained considerable con- 
cessions. The public oo its side 
has seen coofticts that were 
endangering the peace and dis- 
locating the-whole of the business 
interests of the Commonwealth 
brought quickly to an end.

. CIVIL SERVANTS. 

Parliament bas recently remor- 
ed-from the jurisdiction of the 
Court claims by the Federal Civil 
Service for increases'in pay and 
so forth. The authority is now 
vested in s specisl arbitrator who 
will devote bis time to service 
demands. Access to the Conrt 
was originally given to Civi? ser- 
vants by the Labour Party to 
obviate the pestering to which 
members were anbjecced by ser- 
vice unions and individaal public 
officers. Tho evil or the incon- 
venience has ‘not been removed 
by transferring the power to the 
Court; if the Civil servants do 
not get what they want from the 
Court thes besiege members of 
Parliament. And members of 
Parhiemenr, recognizing that the 
public officers, especially those in 
the pastat and its wWhied services, 
are a powerfal body, are not slow 
to back them up. Th: members 
approached are usually ir opposi- 
tion, and oppositions are slways 
sympathetic to movements that 
promise to harass the Govera- 
ment. 

Only Iast year, when there had 
been a failate to secure a'l that 
was soughtfrom the Arbitration 
Court, Civil servants’ organiza- 
tions demanded that an expected 
decision of « basic wage comission 
should be applied to them. 
They sent hundreds of, 
telegrams simultaneously from 
diferent quarters to moem- 
bers of the opposition, insisting 
on the concessions before they 
knew what thay were to be. The 
members of the opposition did 
not know either. That, however. 
did rob prevent them from 
entbustastically supporting the 
claims beforeband. .., . 

A judgment of the High Court 
has raised the question whether 
Stata-instramentslities are - pot 
subject to Federal jurisdiction ;

An Exchange Matter.

international exchanges, provid- 
ing as they do a better index than 
anythiog else to the prosperity or 
impecuniosity of the different 
countries. It is encouraging to 
note that for the first time since 
the war the English £ reached a 
value of $t in New York towards 
the close of May and that it has 
slightly appreciated in value 
sinco that time. Despite all the 
struggles of the coal strike and 
the adverse effect sucha happen- 
ing would have on exchange, 
Britain's financial solidarity is 
still somethiag of which we can 
be proud. The pound starling 
has only depreciated 17.7 per 
cent (according to the Tatest 
quotations) whereas the currency 
uf the other late balligeren: coun- 
try's show a very much greater fall 
onthe New York market. The 
Erench franc has depreciated 55.4 
per cent. the Belgian franc is 
down by alike figure, .the Jtalian 
lire is down ag much as 71.5 per 
cent., whilst. the German mark is 
still as something near vanishing 
puint—92.7 per cent. depreciation 
Japan, of. course,,bardly comes 
into the reckoning, the yen being 
only a trifle under par.

receipt in Canton of an official 
report from Wuohaw. Thisstates 
that fierce fighting has been 
in progresa for the past five days 
and that heavy losses have’ been 
sustained by both parties. Tang 
Hsin was captured by the Can- 
tonese on Tnesday afternoon. 

Another tepart from the same 
district states that Tang Hsin has 
changed hands several times and 
that about 500 Cantonese soldiers 
wore drosned by the sinking of 
pontoons and over 1,000 killed on 
the battlefield. The losses sustain- 
ed by the endmy are nat known. 
. From the South it is reported 
that Geneval Chan King-ming has 
authorised the eplistment of a 
farther six battalions for the de- 
fence of Kochow, and that a large 
number of native bandits, sbout 
3,000 strong, have beer equipped 
with ammunition by the Kwangsi 
forces to attack Shiuking from tha 
south, . 

Commander Hung Shiu-lun has 
been given permission to take bis 
forcas to the central front instead 
of going to reinfores the Luichaw 
district. He attended a farewell 
dinner in Canton, given by Pre- 
sident Sun Yat-sen, at which a 
large namber of military officials 
were presant.

The Robert Dollar in 
Port. 


Bearing the appearance of a 
fine sbip the large steamer Robert 
Dollar entered Hoagkong harbour 
shortly alter noor yesterday on 
ber maiden voyage to Far Eastern 
ports. The Robert Dollar isa new 
steamer built in German’yards 
and handed over to the Intei- 
Allied Shipping Commission at 
the Peace Conference. — She 
broaght for discharge at this port 
4,600 tons of general carge and 
lumber trom New York and Wan- 
couver. Part of the lumber con- 
signed to Hongkong merchants 
consists of about 20 Oregon fr 
tree-trunks ranging in length 
from 80 to ICO feet. ; 

Tbe Robert Dollsr is comm ana- 
ed by Capt. M. Ridley, who-was 
formerly on the Harold Dollar. 
- She will sailto-morrow for New 

. York, via Manila, Singapore, 
Calcutta, Bombay +nd Suez. 


The keel of the Robert Dollar,, 


which was then known as the 
Courtland, was laid down in 1919 
dnd she was faunched in the 
following year. After completion 
abe was taken to Leith as one of 
the indemnity vessels paid to 
Britzin, She lay there in idle- 
ness forthree months when she 
was purchased by the Robert 

. Dollar Company. She sailed on 
Marck 21 for New York to yo on 
the loncing berth in the round- 
the-world service of the Line. 

Crossing the. Atlantic to’New 
York the vessel was in ballast 
and her seaworthiness was thor- 
oughly tested by the bad weather 
expenenced on the voyage. The 
veasel behaved splendidly, it is 
said by those on board who made 
the passage. After leaving New 
York, calls were made at Nor- 
folk, (Va). and Panama Canal on 
her way to Vancouver, were she 
loaded a large part of her cargo. 
Rather rough weather was en- 
countered between Shanghai and 
this port. ° ; 

The Robert Dollar is gozd type 
of cargo steamer and iv fitted 
with the latest appliances for the 
speedy handling of cargo. Her 

’ accommodations arevery superior 
and roomy and cabins are provid- 
ed for the use of about 12 
passengers. Although designed 
snd built in a hard timé there is 
no sign of economy apparent In 
the fitting out of the vessel. 

The Robert Dollar was con- 
structed to the order of the Ham- 
burg-America Line and was 
“Intended tu be one of their most 
modern vessels in post-war com- 
petition. She was boils and 
engined by Joh. G. Tecklemborg 
A.G.of Bremerbaven, Her length 
is 522 feet; overall. 549 feat, and 
she has a breadth of 65.6 feet and 


a.depth of 43 feet,..Her cargo. 


capacity is 15,000 tons dead- 
weight, although she was to carry 
an additional 1,000 tons for ber 
German owners. She has seven 
hatches, and 22 derricks on four 
masts aod a pair of samson posts 
for working them. There are 
two heavy-lifs booms, one of 
which is capable of lifting 45 
tons. The engine-room Isa large 
one. The machinery is running

knots is easily, and economically 
attained. The Robert Dollar bas 
reciprocating engines and is fitted 
with twin-screws.
